LOSS OF TUSHAN IS 
ADMITTED THURSDAY

CHUNGKING, 
Dec. 7.—(/P)—A 


communique from American head- 
quarters disclosed today that the 
Japanese had occupied Tuyun, ter- 
minus of the Kwangsl-Kweichow 
railroad 53 miles east-souhteast of 
Kwelyang. 


P-51s of the U. S. 14th Air Force

casualties amount to 552,018. 


Patterson said army casualties 


reported through November 22 to- 
talled 474,808. This was an increase 
of 13,840 from the report last week 
which covered the period through 
November 15. 


The new Navy total Is 77,120, an

reduce Japanese pillboxes and to 
flush out dug-ln Japs who are then 
easy prey for the riflemen and ma- 
chine-gunners. 


Action of the flame thrower !s 


as follows. The fuel is discharged 
from the gun by highly compresa- 
cd air or nitrogen and is ignited 
as It leaves the gun by contact 
with the flame from an incendiary 
match contained in an expendable 
ignition cylinder. 


The flnmu thrower 
penetrates 


small openings and fills pillboxes 
and fortified positions with flame 
and smoke. The flames burn and 
blind en»rr.y troops manning pill- 
boxes, thus causing casualties and 


abandonment of the positions. Thll 
weapon .ilso causes casualties by 
asphyxiation, shock and panic. 


Costing $i!76, the flame throwtt 


has an effective range of 20 to 40 
yards and may be fired In a con* 
tlnuous burst of eight seconds of 
In several short bursts of varying!
